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INTRODUCTION 



On the 7th February, 17S6, a fire occurred in the lower 
apartments of the Chamberlain's house at Guildhall by 
which his office, and in it the registers and books of 
admission of Freemen of the City of Londonj were 
destroyed. The records thus lost were a matchless series 
of documents which formed a roll-call of London citizens, 
replete with biograpliical informationj and illustrating the 
condition and progress of trade within the City, A 
calamity such as this is an object lesson to all who are 
interested in the preservation of unique memorials of the 
past, and strongly suggests the necessity of putting them 
beyond the reach of similar accident by means of suitable 
transcripts. The Society is indebted to Mr. James Curtis, 
F.S.A», a former member of its Council, for his generous 
contribution of the cost of making the transcripts from 
w^hich the following pages have been compiled* 

This volume represents all that is known to exist of 
the Registers of Freemen which have perished. The 
principal document is Egerton MS., 2408, in the British 
Museum, purchased by the Trustees on loth February, 
1877. Prefixed to the volume is the following note, 
"This MS, w^as given to the Rev, Mr. Brooks about 25 
years ago by C, W, Hick, Esq., his brother-in-law, for 
many years Swordbearer to the Lord Mayor, and well 
known in the City. Mr. Hick had bought it as a rehc of 
the Great Fire, and always understood that the other part 
was in the British Museum, but as it is not, some other 
Museum may have been mentioned. The card of explana- 
tion which was given with the MS. has been mislaid, and 
though diligently sought for has not been found." The

but from the fire in the Chamberlain's Oflfice in 17S6, and 
came into the hantls oC Mn Hickj then a young man of 
21 year^* He died in 1S59, at the advanced age of 94, 
and was succeeded in the office of Swordbearer by Mr. 
W, H. SewelL 

This manuscript consists of thirty leaves, much 
shrunken with fire, the margins both right and left are 
burnt, and holes are burnt through some of the leaves. 
The text is seriously damaged throughout, and owing to 
the shrinking of the vellum , the writing is reduced to 
contorted shapes and is frequently almost undecipherable. 
The leaves vary in size according to the effect which the 
fire has had upon them, but average from 11 to 12 inches 
in height and from 4^ to 7 inches in width. There is 
apparently no means of ascertaining which is the recto 
and which the verso of each leaf, nor does the arrange- 
ment of the contents of the book throw any light that I 
can discover upon this point. The volume, which is now 
inlaid and boimd, consisted previously of loose leaves, the 
original sewing and binding having disappeared 

The book contains a record of admissions to the 
Freedom of the City, with the fees and fines paid to the 
Chamber, the total for each page being entered at its 
foot. The entries are in Latin, and the great bulk of 
them follow three different forms, of ancient use, corres- 
ponding with the usual method of obtaining the Freedom, 
\iz., by apprenticeship, patrimony, and redemption. No 
instance occurs of the grant of an Honorary Freedom, 
but John Taylar (page 30) was admitted without payment 
at the request of the Lord Treasurer. Another class 
of entry, of which there are but five examples, is the 
Translation of a Freeman from one Company to another. 
No advantage would have been gained by reproducing 
GMch entry at Ml lengthy either in the original Latin or 



m a translation. The plan I have adopted is to give a 
concise abstract of each, in Enghsh^ enibodying all the 
facts. But to explain tlie exact nature of the record^ a 
typical example of each of the four different kinds of 
entries has been reproduced in full, with a translation. 
These typical entries have been made up by a comparison 
of various examples, as owing to the defective condition 
of the manuscripts, no single entry is complete in itself. 

The entries in these records refer to another set of 
official books denoted by the letters of the alphabet, and 
following each other in chronological sequence. Two 
volumes of this series, M and N, cover the whole period 
over w^hich the entries extend This period may be roughly 
put down as from 1524 to 1553^ but a glance at any page will 
show how difficult, if not impossible, it is to arrive at an 
exact conclusion on this point. The absence of chronological 
order, or of any perceivable system, in the arrangement of 
the entries^ together with the fragmentary character of the 
entries themselves, makes it impossible to determine the 
exact age of the manuscript. The great bulk of the entries 
belong to the last twelve years of Henry VIII and the 
first five years of Edward VI, but there are many of earlier 
and later date. Three earlier volumes in the above 
series appear in entries of Freedom by Patrimony, 
the reference being to the date of the father's admission. 
Books H and I belong to the reigns of Edward IV and 
Henry VII respectively (p, 85), and Book L to the early 
part of Henry VIII's reign. 

Apart from the biographical interest of these records, 
w^hich include many names afterwards famous in City life, 
they also contain, incidentally, much valiiable information. 
The name of the Ward given in the margin indicates the 
locality of the master s place of business ; the Ward of 
Bridge Without appears five times (p?L^^^ '^\^ '^^'^. 'W^ 
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great length of the terms of apprenticeship is noticeable ; 
an extreme instance, that of 14 years' service^ being found 
on page 24, Some interesting particulars respecting the 
City Companies may be gleaned from an examination of 
the Egerton manuscript. There are only seventeen 
instances of admission to the Freedom without the inter- 
vention of a Company. The rest of the admissions were 
obtained through membership of fifty- five Companies, in 
the proportions shown in the following list : —

The Companies connected with the textile industries 
take the lead, the Merchant Taylors first with 78 new 
freemen, then the Cloth workers with 53, the Mercers with 
25, the Drapers with 24, and the Haberdashers with 22 , 
The Weavers, one of the most influential Companies in 
earJier timeSj have but 2 representatives. The London 
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Archers still formed the chief military defence of the City, 
so the Bowyers' CompaDy mustered 31 new freemen, and 
the Fletchers (or Arrow-makers), 5, There are many 
other interesting questions suggested by this list ; as^ for 
instance, the inclusion of Companies which no longer exist 
separately, e.g., the Brown Bakers, Fullers, Sheremen, 
Spurriers, Tapicers, add Writers of Court Letter ; and the 
absence of others which rose to importance at a later 
period, but were not then incorporated- The consideration 
of these and many other points which will readily suggest 
themselves to the reader would extend this introduction 
beyond its due limits. 

The second manuscript may be that referred to in 
Mr. Brooks's note (p, iii anti)^ although it appears to have 
been in priv^ate hands until 26th June, 1896, when it was 
bought at public auction for the Guildhall Library (MS* 512). 
It is in very inferior condition^ and consists of 21 loose 
vellum leaves, in a fragmentary state, much warped by fire, 
and to a large extent illegible. The largest leaves are in 
length 1 1^ inches and in width 7I inches, A note by the 
Rev. Joseph Hunter states that the manuscript was 
'^ purchased about 1849 by Rev. Henry Cross, of Bucks, 
at an old curiosity shop," Both manuscripts cover the 
same period, and are probably portions of the same volume. 
For an interesting comparison with the above records the 
reader is referred to a list of freemen of the London 
Companies of the same period, printed in 1828, in Thomas 
Allen's " History of London," This valuable document, 
made in 1537, and preserved in the Chapter House, 
Westminster, gives the names of no less than 2,408 members 
of Companies then existing and of two minor Fellowships^ 
viz., the Pastelers and the Spurriers.
